Maduro claims US plot seeks 
to bring down Venezuela 

CARACAS (AFP) - Venezuelan President Nicolas Maduro 
has claimed the White House is plotting the "collapse" oflus 
government next month by sabotaging food, electricity and 
fuel supplies 

"I have data about a meeting at the White: House, the full 
names of those who attended. I know what plans they made 
for the total collapse" of the country, Maduro said Saturday 
during a ceremony in northern Aragua state 
"They think that Venezuela will collapse in October, so long 
as tliey plan for it by sabotaging the people's food., electricity, 
hie] and refineries. 11 

In recent months, the Venezuelan government has made sev¬ 
eral allegations about conspiracies against it and plots to kill 
Maduro, who even stated that Washington wanted to kill him 
at the same time that it earned out a possible attack on Syria 
Madura's predecessor, the late Hugo Chavez, also made 
claims about several plots to kill him 

On Tuesday, Maduro claimed the Venezuelan opposition had 
sabotaged the electrical power grid after a massive blackout 
left 70 percent of the country without power for at least four 
hours. 

"The empire will fall before Venezuela, winch won't collapse, 
by sabotage or any tiling.," Madura told supporters, using a eu¬ 
phemism for the United States.

Israel, Palestinians 'remain steadfast' 
on peace talks: Kerry 


LONDON (AFP) - US Secre¬ 
tary of State John Kerry met 
Palestinian president Mah¬ 
mud Abbas in London on 
Sunday, having earlier in¬ 
sisted that Israelis and Pales¬ 
tinians were determined to 
pursue direct peace talks 

Kerry and Abbas, who 
have met regularly aver the 
last six months, kicked off 
their latest talks at 7.30 pm 
(7030 GMT) 

The pair laughed and 
joked in the Queen Elizabeth 
room of London's Ritz Carl¬ 
ton hotel before heading off 
for their closed-door meeting 
No details were due to be re¬ 
leased to the press 

The United States's top 
diplomat arrived in London 
late afternoon following a 
stop-off in Paris, which was 


dominated by the ongoing 
crisis m Syria and the pro¬ 
posed US-Franco military re¬ 
sponse 

But Kerry also tackled the 
Israeli-Palestinian peace 
process with his Egyptian, 
Qatari and Saudi counterparts 
along with representatives 
from the Arab League. 

Despite tough decisions 
that have to be made and de¬ 
spite pressure that exists on 
both sides. , bath the Pales¬ 
tinians and Israelis have re¬ 
mained steadfast in their 
commitment to continuing 
the talks,“ Kerry said in Pans 
after a meeting with Arab 
League officials 

Kerry also said he planned 
to meet Israeli Prime Minister 
Benjamin Netanyahu ' shortly" 
to discuss peace efforts 


In regards to the talks with 
Arab League officials, Kerry 
said: "We all of us agreed that 
a final status agreement is im¬ 
portant m enhancing regional 
security and stability 
throughout the Middle East " 

Direct talks between Israel 
and the Palestinians resumed 
on July 39, after Kerry shut¬ 
tled between Jerusalem, the 
West Bank and Amman for 
several months seeking to 
end a three-year stalemate in 
the negotiations. 

Hie two sides have since 
met three times m August and 
in early September in 
Jerusalem. 

In line with Kerry's desire 
to keep the details of the ne¬ 
gotiations secret in order to 
give the process a chance to 
work, little has leaked about 
the talks.

JERUSALEM (AFP) - The Is¬ 
raeli government on Sunday 
approved the allocation of 
5,DOG work permits for Pales¬ 
tinians from the West Bank, 
enabling them to work m the 
Jewish state, an official told 
AFP. 

"Hie initial resolution 
stated that it was within the 
framework of die peace nego¬ 
tiations with the Palestimans 
and efforts to improve the 
Palestinian economy, 11 the offi¬ 
cial said on condition of 
anonymity. 

“But several ministers op¬ 
posed tins phrasing, saying 
there was no reason to improve 
the Palestinian economy when 
the Palestinians don't miss an 
opportunity to back boycotts 
against Israel's economy," the 
official said 

The Israeli decision comes 
amid recently renewed direct 
peace talks between Israel arid 
the Palestinians after a three- 
year stalemate. 

Last month, Israel released 
26 Palestinian prisoners in the 
first batch of some 104 long¬ 
term detainees who are to be 
freed in stages contingent on 
progress in the negotiations as 
a confidence-bull ding gesture 

Since the start in 2000 of 
the second Palestinian upris¬ 
ing or intifada Israel has lim¬ 
ited the number of permits it 
grants Palestinians to enter for 
work, medical treatment or 
other needs. 

In addition to the newly ap¬ 
proved 5,000 permits, nearly 
70,000 Palestinians have per¬ 
manent work permits for Is¬ 
rael, according to a defence 
official.

Dutch vegetarian butcher takes on the 

Trankenburger” 



THE HAGUE (AFP) - Never 
mind last month's revolutionary 
test-tube beef burger grown 
from meat stem cells. The 
Dutch are way ahead with a 
"vegetarian butcher - who 
transforms plants into "meat". 

Dubbed the "Franken- 
burger - , th e 1 ah - grown beef-- 
developed at a cost of more 
than 25D,QQD euros ($330,000) 
- was unveiled by scientists in 
London and served to volun¬ 
teers m what was billed as the 
start o f a fa o d revoluti on 

But "we are much more ad¬ 
vanced, so-much-so that we 
have built an unassailable lead 
over meat produced from stem 
cells/ said Jaap Korteweg, 
founder of the "Vegetarian 
Butcher - . 

While the "cultured beef" m 
London was made using 
strands of meat grown from 
muscle cells taken from a liv¬ 
ing cow;, die Dutch butcher 
needs only plant matter to 
make Ins "meat" 

Korteweg's shop on a mam 
street m downtown Hie Hague 
is packed with a range of pro d- 
ucts from veggie "hamburger" 
patties to "meatballs" and even 
"tuna - salad 

Cue of the secret ingredients 
is a soy paste, which when put 
through a special pressurisation 
machine, imitates meat fibres, a 
technology invented by the 
University of Wagemngen m 
the central Netherlands. 

Ingredients vary For 
chicken, lie uses more soy, 
while beef is made from carrots, 
peas and potatoes. The "meat" 
taste comes by adding herbs 
and spices and ail die rest. 

The vegetarian chicken 
"tastes just like real chicken", 


and die tuna salad is also (dose 
to the real tiling, according to 
an AFP journalist and several 
customers, who conceded 
some pro ducts weren't quite re¬ 
alistic but said they tasted good. 

The demand for an environ¬ 
mentally friendly and vegetar¬ 
ian alternative to meat is 
growing, with meat production 
notoriously inefficient, requir¬ 
ing huge swathes of land to 
grow the crops to feed the ani¬ 
mals. 

'Our hamburger's environ¬ 
mental footprint is seven tunes 


less than that of a real ham¬ 
burger," claimed Korteweg 
Three years after opening, 
the Vegetarian Butcher sells its 
products m 500 stores around 
the Netherlands, mainly super¬ 
markets and specialist food 
stores. 

Korteweg says that sales 
have doubled each year since, 
and hopes to open his own fac¬ 
tory nest year to boost his share 
of the market and drop prices to 
below that of the real tiling 
Though now slightly more 
expensive than real meat, his 


products cost about the same as 
organic meat. 

The Vegetarian Butcher has 
struck a chord with Dutch ani¬ 
mal welfare organisations and 
its pro-vegetarian Party for the 
Animals (PvdD), which lias 
two seats in Parliament. One of 
those seats as held by Korte- 
weg's wife and PvdD leader 
Marianne Thieme. 

But just as French beef farm¬ 
ers reacted with outrage at de¬ 
velopers of the stem-cell 
burger, the Dutch meat sector 
has issues with the Vegetarian 
Butcher. 

"What we do have a problem 
with is tliat they use terminol¬ 
ogy specific to meat, while 
everybody knows that there's 
iiD meat m there," he said "It 
shouldn't be called chicken, or 
a hamburger but should rather 
have another name, because it 
tricks consumers" 

Go ebb els did not, however, 
feel that veggie meat posed a 
threat to the chicken orbeefm- 
dustry 

In lus quest to make veggie 
meat taste like die real tiling, 
Korteweg lias enlisted the help 
of chefs, as well as scientists. 

A problem is people who say 
“they simply could not imagine 
consuming an alternative" to 
meat, said Bom, so “the only so¬ 
lutionis to get them to taste it.“

Twd drugs — interferon- 
alpha 2 b and ribavirin --that 
are commonly used together 
against hepatitis C inhibited 
die spread of the MERE coro- 
navirus in the rhesus macaques 
species, they said. 

The combination also 
braked inflammation and re¬ 
duced the nsk o f pneumonia in 
treated animals, they said

Hundreds of thousands of fish

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - A 
43-year-old Chinese national 
has pleaded guilty to breaching 
US amis export rules by trying 
to smuggle radiation-hardened 
satellite equipment to China, 
American prosecutors said. 

Philip Chaohui He admitted 
violating the Arms Export 
Control Act by trying to smug¬ 
gle equipment worth nearly 
$550,000 on to a Chinese- 
flagged ship registered to the 
subsidiary of a state-owned 
company in 2011. 

He — who used the alias 
Philip Hope -- appeared in 
court earlier tins week, and is 
being held m custody pending 
a sentencing hearing in De¬ 
cember, said US Attorney for 
the District of Colorado John 
Walsh. 

Under a plea agreement he 
faces up to five years in prison 
and a fine of up to $350,000, 
said a jomt statement by Walsh 
and the Immigration and Cus¬ 
toms Enforcement's (ICE) 
Homeland Security Investiga¬ 
tions (HS1) unit. 


He was arrested after trying 
to smuggle 300 integrated cir¬ 
cuits in several plastic infant 
formula containers, placed in 
sealed boxes labeled as "milk 
powder" in Chinese 

He had bought 313 of the 
radiation-hardened circuits 
from a Colorado manufacturer, 
identifying himself as repre¬ 
senting California-based com¬ 
pany Sierra Electronic 
Instruments (S El), d fwhich he 
was the only employee. 

Investigators observed him 
meeting with two men in front 
of a strip docked in Long 
Beach, California, on Decem¬ 
ber 11, 3D 11 The ship was reg¬ 
istered to a subsidiary of 
Chinese state-owned company 
China Communications Con¬ 
struction

Nadal leads the rivalry 21-15 entering their latest show¬ 
down on the New York hardcourts, the third trophy matchup in four years between 
them at the US Open with the Spaniard winning in 2010 to complete a career Grand 
Slam and S erbia's Djokovic taking the rematch a year later for his first US Open crown. 
Ojokovic owns a 3-2 edge over Nadal in Grand Slam finals meetings, losing at the 2010 
US Open and last year's French Open while winning at Wimbledon and the US Open 
in 2011 and the 2012 Australian Open, the Melbourne title showdown the only one of 
those to go to five sets. A dding spice to the i atest chapter in the rivalry is that Ojokovic 
remains world number one and wilt keep that designation regardless of Monday's re¬ 
sult while Nadal ranks second but has nine titles and 21 hardcourt wins in a row this 
year since returning from a seven-month layoff to rest his sore knees.

Two goals in the space of 
three minutes in tire second 
half lifted Honduras to victory 
m Mexico City and into third

The rope to left-center trav¬ 
eled an estimated 443 feet, per ESPN, making it the 
second longest at Yankee Stadium this season behind a 
shot from Francisco Cervelli—who was busted for per¬ 
formance-enhancing drug usage. Bogaerts is the 
youngest player to homer for the Sox since Owight 
Evans did it on Sept. 20,1972, all of 19 days younger. 

"I mean, it was pretty far," said Mike Napoli, who hit 
Boston's longest homer of the season in April in Toronto 
and homered twice on Saturday. "I remember my first 
home run and how I felt lt r s a special moment in his ca¬ 
reer, and weYe all excited for him . He's got a lot of talent, 
and it was just something good to see.”
